1 . This action is response to the application filed January 1 3, 2005 

Election/Restrictions

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 .

Group I, claims 1-10, 13, 15, 16, 19 and 20, drawn to evaluating the expected value of 
intellectual property based on the market value information of a research target, 
success-probability information and income estimate information. 

Group II, claims 11, 12, 14, 17, 18, 21, and 22 drawn to evaluating the expected value 
of intellectual property based on the total research investment and the total investment 
distributions made to investors.
